attend the World Conference and to visit 
the Scouting centres in Sri Lanka on my 
way back to India. 


| was unanimously elected as a 
member of the Select Committee and | was 
able to contribute towards the organisa- 
tion of different working sessions. The 
28th World Scout Conference played a 
vital role in promoting the lofty ideals of 
Scouting which become more significant 
and signal in the present day environment 
fraught with politico-economic dishar- 
mony, unemployment, inflation, recession, 
energy crisis and deterioration of general 
security. Mr. Laszlo Nagy, Secretary— 
General of the World Scout Committee 
pointed out in his report, ‘In eighteen of 
our member countries armed conflicts have 
created and are still creating a climate

particularly unsuitable for development of 
Scouting for international exchanges and 
even for normal life’’, and in this contex? 
Scouting fraternity has a great role to 
play. 


The achievements of India in enrolling 
over half a million Scouts and Guides 
and their involvement in redressing the 
sorrows of the poor, underprivileged and 
the downtrodden was appreciated by 
the delegates from other countries. The 
participation in the 28th World Scout 
Conference was highly rewarding and 
educative in exchanging innovative 
methods and measures towards universal! 
‘Brotherhood in Action’’. As one of the 
top five countries in the Asia-Pacific region, 
the progress and programmes of India 
were observed with keen interest. The 
projects of Tamil Nadu Scouts towards 
rural development and uplift of thie under- 
privileged were applauded by the delegates 
from other countries. The World Confer- 
ence resolved ways and means to generate 
harmony, unity and cohesion amidst inter- 
national, inter-racial and _ inter-cultura! 
communities. 


During the first World Jamboree in 
1920, there were meetings of the contin- 
gent leaders. It was decided that regular 
conferences should be held biennially. The 
second Conference in 1922 elected an 


international committee and defined their 
functions. They then appointed a drafting 
team to draw up the world constitution 
which was adopted in 1924. The confer- 
ence normally meets every two years. 


The conference is the '’General Assem- 
bly’’ of the World Organization of the 
Scout Movement (WOSM) comprising 116 
member countries. One member Naticnal 
Scout Organization is recognised per 
country, each having six votes. Where 
there is more than one Scout Association 
ina country, a Federation is formed for 
co-ordination and recognition. At recent 
meetings there have been some 500 
delegates and observers. 


The purpose of the Conference is: 

to facilitate exchanges of ideas and 
information between members ; 

to formulate the general policy of 
WOSM; 


to consider reports and recommenda- 
tions from the world committee; 


to conduct the formal business of the 
conference-elections, applications for 
membership, registration and fees, 
amendmends to the Constitution and 
by-laws, etc., and 


to hold appropriate ceremonies. 


in order to make the Conference more 
effective, advance documentations were 
sent to the delegates. On the basis of 
them plenary sessions were held in which 
all delegates participated. Select commit- 
tees were constituted in which one dele- 
gate per country was allowed to partici- 
pate in the deliberations. Formal proposals 
were discussed in detail and recommenda- 
tions were made to the later plenary 
session. Study circles were organised as 
informal meetings to provide _ free 
discussions. 


Soon after the registration of dele- 
gates. Resolutions Committee, Tellers and 
Study Circles were formed in the prepara- 
tory session. In the plenary session Sir 
William Gladstone, Chairman of the World 
Scout Committee addressed the gathering. 
He stressed the importance of the Confer- 
ence in making crucial decisions and vital 
programmes of Scouting and its organisa- 
tion and management. 


In the opening ceremony, H. E. Abdou 
Diouf, President of the Republic of 
Senegal, addressed the gathering and 
welcomed the delegates to Senega!. On 
the eve of the first day a reception was 
given to the delegates by the Government 
of Senegal. 


On the second day Mr. Laszlo Nagy, 
Secretary-General of the World Scout 
Committee presented his report in the first 
plenary session. He described diverse 
problems facing countries in the political, 
economic and social front and stated that 
Scout Movement. acted as an effective 
unifying factor. He reiterated that it is 
the responsibility of the member countries 
to continue the sacred duty of perpetuating 
the miracle of unification amidst diversity 
by safeguarding our magnificent heritage. 


A Biennial Report (1979-81) contain- 
ing details on the programmes, activities, 
important world events, regional informa- 
tion, Educational Methods Division, 
Support Division, World Scout Bureéu, 
World Scout Foundation was presented. 


Mr. William D. Campbel, Honorary 
President, World Scout Council empha- 
sised the need for co-ordinated efforts of 
all Scouters to serve the young people 
better. He said: 


“Today, when many people lament 
the enormous difficulties with youth, let 
me express the opinion of amanof my 
age and experience, nothing is irreparably 
wrong with the young people. The real 
problem we have is with the adults. 
Youth, as always, seeks a meaning in 
Life, a chance to use their talents in the 
achievement of something worthy. But 
they cannot achieve this goal alone, with- 
out you, adults. Scout leaders must 
be present and available to foster the self 
fulfilment of young people. Baden-Powell 
stated clearly ; ‘Scouting is a boy’s game, 
but a man’s job.’ This job must be weil 
done at all levels, from the Scoutmaster 
to the world Conference delegate. This 
assembly was convened to learn how to 
serve young people better. This is our 
business during the days to come.”’ 


The Secretary-General also expressed 
the difficulties faced by the World Scout 
Bureau due to shortage of personnel and 
suggested to identify sources to diversify 
resources for the movement. 


In the plenary session held in the 
afternoon, amendments to constitution 
were introduced and discussed by the 
Select Committee. 


Study circles to discuss '’Programme 
activities to foster international under- 
standing (Cub, Scout and Senior sections) ‘’ 
and ‘‘World Scout Foundation’’ were 
formed and analysed various issues 
connected with fostering international 
understanding which is’ essential to 
develop ‘’Brotherhood in Action. ‘' 


The next day, new Committee 
members were elected and group reports 
on’’Registration Fee basis”’ and ‘Activities 
around the World’’ were presented in 
the afternoon. A group report on Educa- 


tional Methods was also presented, also 
a report of the World Management Task 
Force. Bronze Wolf Awards were present- 
ed to distinguished members of the Scout 
Movement. 


In the afternoon session, a Select 
Committee on structures for Guide/Scout 
relationship resolved its deliberations. 
Study Circles on the following themes 
were formed : 


(1) 75th Anniversary—‘Year of the 
Scout’, 


(2) Scouting and the Disabled. 
(3) Training. 


1982-83 is to be celebrated all over the 
world as the Year of the Scout, being the 
75th year of the Scout Movement since its 
inception in 1907. A news bulletin was 
issued on various projects/programmes 
proposed by some of the member countries 
in connection with the 75th Anniversary. 


Numerous activities to integrate the 
disabled in the Scout Movement was 
also discussed. Need modernising training 
programmes was considered in detail. 


The colourful ““Senegalese Evening” 
enabled us to understand the culture of the 
people of Senegal. 


On the fourth day in the forenoon 
session the policy proposal by the World 
Committee was discussed. Reports of the 
study circles AandB and Select Com- 
mittee were adopted by the General 
Assembly. Study Circle (C) on the follow- 
ing themes was constituted : 


(1) Co-education 
(2) Community Development 
(3) International Commissioner. 


The deliberation of the Study Circle 
(C) and the Select Committee || were 
adopted and discussions on the following 
forthcoming world events were held on 
the fifth day: 


(1) 1983, 1985, 1987 World Jam- 
boree. 


(2) 1983, 1985, 1987 World Confe- 
rence. 


Report of the Select Committee on 
resolutions was presented. The following 
12 resolutions were considered by the 28th 
World Scout Conference. 


1. (a) Registration of new member 
organisations; Yemen, Zembabwe 
and Bunei. 


(b) Dissolution of National Scout 
organisation of Afganistan. 


2. Year of the Scout—All member 
countries should establish their plan for 
the celebration before the end of 1981 
and participate in the world level celebra- 
tions. 


3. No alcoholic beverages be offered 
at social gatherings arranged at world 
events by the arranging body. 


4. To take urgent steps so that 
member associations may meet their finan- 
cial commitment to the world organisa- 
tion. 


5. National Associations have to do 
all they can to help young foreigners 
living in theircountries to integrate into 
their association so as to foster mutual 
to support the efforts of the United Nations 
Development Programme (UNDP) for this 
important decade of action. 


6. Water being the base of all 
development action, the World Scout 
Conference asks all National Associations 
understanding. 


7. Scout Movement will play an 
important role to ensure the success of 
the International Youth Year, the theme of 
which is ‘’Participation, Development and 
Peace’’. New programmes may be taken 
up for 1982 onwards. 


8. Emphasis should be given to the 
development of Cub Scouting. 


9. Scout leadership in every nation 
may approach their Governments to request 
sharing of the issue of the proceeds of 
the issue of Scout Anniversary stamps and 
of the projects involving Government. 


10. All events planned to take place 
within the framework of the 75th 
Anniversary should be organised in co- 
operation with WAGGGS. 


11. The effective and excellent work 
done by the World Scout Bureau should 
continue with determination. The World 
Scout Bureau should develop practical 
implementation of programmes = and 
training and encourage the rigional officers 
to involve in all such community develop- 
ment activities. 


12. The World Committee to revise 
and update the International Commis- 
sioners Handbook and issue a copy to all 
member associations by November 1982.

It is with deepest regret that we record here of the passing away of 
Sri B. C. Nanjundiah, President of the Tumkur District Association and a former District

Our National Commissioner, Mrs.

v) How to start and run Scout/Guide 
units with disabled young people. 


vi) Mental retardness—causes and 
remedial measures. 


vii) Helping a spastic child. 


viii) Involvement of the disabled in 
major Scout/Guide activities with 


special focus on All-India Prime 
Minister's Shield Competition. 


ix) Role of Rovers/Rangers in the 
activities of the disabled persons. 


x) Recruitment and training of young 
disabled people and adults into 
the movement. 


xi) Recruitment and _ training § of 
leaders of the disabled.
